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The  Tyler  High  Lions  basket-ball  season 
as  a  whole  was  a  success.  The  Lions,  under 
the  direction  of  G.  A.  Foltz,  won  twenty 
games  and  lost  five.  They  were  runners-up 
in  the  District  meet  held  at  Nacogdoches.  In 
this  meet  they  were  defeated  by  the  Athens 
Hornets,  who  won  the  state  championship  in 
1927  and  1929.  After  winning  the  state 
championship,  Athens  defeated  the  Martin 
Mills  team,  winners  of  the  A.  A.  U.  meet 
held  at  Grand  Saline. 

The  Lions  were  also  runners-up  in  the 
A.  A.  U.  tournament  held  at  Grand  Saline. 
This  meet  was  won  by  Martin  Mills,  who 
later  lost  to  the  undefeated  Athens  team. 

Of  the  five  games  lost  by  Tyler,  Athens 
won  three,  Martin  Mills  one  and  Mineola 
one. 

Tyler  defeated  the  Nacogdoches  team  twice 
this  year,  these  victories  being  the  first  ones 
over  "Doches"  since  the  Tyler  High  basket-ball 
team  has  been  under  the  leadership  of  Coach 
Foltz.

Lilburn  Davenport  was  the  fifth  man  on 
the  "29"  quintet.  He  played  guard,  and  there- 
fore did  not  score  many  points,  but  he  was  a 
good  guard. 


Guy  Smyre  played  running  guard,  and  is 
said  to  be  the  fastest  man  on  the  squad.  He 
wiU  be  here  next  year  and  much  is  expected 
of  him. 

Glenn  Staples  was  famous  as  "tip-off"  man, 
and  is  said  to  be  as  good  as  Matthews.  He  is 
expected  to  make  a  good  junior  college  player 
next  vear. 


We  wonder  how  many  teams  in  District  6 
know  that  Dreboi,  Stephenson,  a  10  second 
man,  and  incidentally  one  of  the  fastest  men 
in  the  state,  was  practically  out  of  the  foot- 
ball line  up  the  whole  season.  As  he  was  a 
great  factor  in  our  showing  in  1926  and  1927, 
his  absence  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the 
showing  made  by  the  Lions  this  year. 


Captain  Tom  Long,  a  four-year  letter  man, 
will  not  be  with  us  next  year.  His  position 
will  be  one  of  Coach  Foltz's  hardest  places 
to  fill  next  year.  In  Coach  Foltz's  opinion,  he 
is  the  greatest  lineman  Tyler  has  had  since 
1925.  We're  hoping  to  have  many  more  like 
Tom  Long,  but  they  will  be  hard  to  find. 


It  is  rumored  that  Coach  Foltz  said  after 
the  foot-ball  banquet,  that  if  he  could  get  his 
boys  to  play  foot-ball  as  they  ate,  they  would 
be  unbeatable.  This,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
some  of  the  boys  took  a  second  or  third  help- 
ing, or  was  it  a  fourth  or  fifth  helping?  At 
any  rate,  confidentially,  several  of  the  boys 
were  sick  the  next  day  and  the  next  day  was 
not  a  school  dav. 


The  letter  men  have  taken  this  way  of 
showing  their  appreciation  to  Martha  DeLay, 
our  basket-ball  sponsor,  and  Mrs.  DeLay, 
who  were  largely  instrumental  in  making  the 
banquet  a  success.  As  the  banquet  was  held 
at  their  lake  home,  we  also  take  this  time  to 
thank  them  heartily  from  the  bottom  of  our 
hearts.

Such  a  spirit  has  not  only  developed,  but  that  intangible 
moving  force  has  become  embodied  in  our  Totem  Pole.    Early  in  the  third  college 
year  there  began  to  formulate  in  the  heart  and  mind  of  one  T.  J.  C.  alumnus,  Sam 
Nash,  Jr.,  the  desire  to  crystallize  the  spirit  of  his  Alma  Mater  into  a  symbol.  On 
^        December  21,  1928,  Sam  arrived  with  the  Totem  Pole  which  represents  the  best  as 
\        well  as  the  gayest  in  our  student  life.    On  the  one  hand,  it  radiates  an  influence  which 
^  '        culminates  in  a  desire  to  stand  reverently  before  it,  hat  in  hand.    The  Braves  and 
Squaws,  sensing  the  nearness  of  their  almost-human  figurehead  and  feeling  that  com- 
panionable and  personal  touch,  are  inspired  to  do  their  utmost.    On  the  other  hand, 
it  signifies  frivolity  and  subtly  paints  good  fellowship,  without  which  every  college 
would  be  a  failure.    So  long  as  the  Totem  Pole  retains  its  place,  so  long  will  the 
desired  Apache  spirit  exist. 
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COLLEGE  SPIRIT 


A  college  is  not  merely  a  [ilace  to  which  young  people  may  go  and  have  four  years 
of  ath  anced  education  poured  into  one  ear  with  the  hope  that  it  will  not  go  out  of  the 
other.  A  college  is,  and  forever  will  be,  I  admit,  fundamentally  an  institution  of  learn- 
ing; but  I  do  maintain  that  a  college  as  onI\  a  filling  station  for  long,  dry  facts  would 
not  endure.  Youth  must  have  some  pleasure,  affection,  and  pride  to  add  the  proper 
flavor  to  these  truths  if  they  are  to  "stick  to  the  ribs"  of  the  intellect.  Speaking  in 
the  terms  of  cold,  hard  business,  however,  a  student,  when  he  has  paid  his  tuition  and 
fees,  is  entitled  to  an  exposure  to  a  higher  education,  prov  ided  proper  conduct  is  prac- 
ticed.   He  has  paid  for  this,  and  owes  nothing  more. 

So  matters  stand  initil  school  loyalty  mak.'s  him  aware  of  its  presence.  A  student 
grasped  by  that  combination  of  lo\e  and  admiration  feels  that  he  owes  more  than  mere 
tuition.  He  feels  that  this  school  is  his  school,  romething  worthy  of  ~all  his  talents  and 
skill,  something  that  he  must  and  will  defend  valiantly  upon  the  field  of  athletic  strife 
in  the  classroom,  and,  years  later,  in  the  broad  reaches  of  the  business  world. 

This  patriotic  feeling  is  not  a  faculty  pet,  a  thing  carefulh  sowed  and  fostered 
by  them.  It  arises  from  the  individual  himself;  its  strongest  ally  is  human  nature. 
An  inborn  quality  of  the  human  race  is  the  desire  for  the  best  of  everything.  A  person 
buys  the  best  car  he  can  afford  ;  he  trades  at  what  he  thinks  is  the  best  store,  where  he 
can  get  the  highest  quality  of  goods  at  the  cheapest  price ;  when  he  marries,  he  thinks 
he  has  the  best  wife,  and  he  knows  his  children  are  by  far  the  finest  on  earth.  So  it 
is  with  a  student.  He  will  pont  out  just  liow  the  benefits  of  the  personal  instruction 
received  at  his  school  are  superior  to  that  received  in  the  "grab-and-carry"  first  two 
years  in  even  those  venerable  universities  of  nation-wide  fame.  And  he  will  uphold 
the  standards  of  his  junior  college  against  those  of  any  other  like  institution  in  existence. 

When  a  student  passes  through  the  graduation  door  with  a  diploma  in  his  hand, 
he  does  not  whisper  that  he  is  tlirough  with  his  "Alma  Mater"  forever.  Indeed  it  is 
one  of  the  greatest  pleasures  in  the  life  of  an  alumnus  to  gather  the  remnants  of  the 
Class  of — together  in  the  dear  old  halls  and  call  up  afresh  the  school  day  memories. 
When  a  great  university  wishes  to  construct  some  giant  stadium  or  modern  auditorium, 
it  appeals  not  to  the  world  at  large  or  to  its  trustees,  but  to  its  alumni.  Needless  to 
say,  those  students  do  not  construct  it  merely  because  they  have  spent  four  or  more 
years  within  the  walls  of  that  college  or  luiiversity,  but  because  of  that  spirit  which 
gripped  them  while  they  were  there. 

I  cannot  define  college  spirit,  but  1  do  know  that  it  is  some  mtangible  thing  that 
makes  an  athlete  dig  harder,  a  student  study  harder,  friendships  grow  firmer,  and  the 
eyes  of  an  alumnus  fill  with  tears  for  his  college.  It  is  a  thing  which  the  ravages  of 
age  and  misfortune  can  only  mellow. 

And,  students,  as  the  years  pass  on,  more  of  that  noble  legacy  will  become  welded 
into  the  hearts  of  the  dwellers  of  A|-)ach?l;:nd.
